WASHINGTON (AP) — Un ited Min e 
Wo rk ers p residen t Arn o ld Miller said to ­ 
day there is n o chan ce o f av o idin g a n a­ 
tio n wide co al strik e set to begin at mid­ 
n ight to n ight. 
Ask ed what the chan ces were fo r a 
strik e. Miller said, “There’ll be o n e.” 
Miller said the statu s o f the u n io n ’s 
talk s with the Bitu min o u s Co al Op erato rs 
Asso ciatio n were “ n o t to o go o d.” 
Mo re than 2,2 00 m in ers were rep o rted 
o ff their jo bs late last week in Ohio an d 
West Virgin ia in ap p aren t an ticip atio n o f 
a n atio n al walk o u t, which wo u ld the 1 0th 
fo r the UMW in 4 0 y ears. 
Miller was in terv iewed as he arriv ed 
fo r to day ’s bargain in g sessio n . To day is 
the fin al wo rk day o f the ex p irin g 
co n tract. 
At the en d o f Su n day ’s bargain in g ses­ 
sio n , Way n e L. Ho rv itz, the chief federal 
m ediato rs said: “ We’v e go t so me hard 
p ro blems.

An y strik e by the UMW’s 1 30,000 
min ers co u ld be ex p ected to last at least

that if we wen t o u t it lo o k ed lik e it might 
be a lo n g o n e,” Miller said Su n day . 
The last u n io n strik e, in 1 97 4 , lasted 4 2 
day s. The lo n gest, in 1 94 6, ran 59 day s. 
Sin ce 1 937 there hav e been n in e strik es in 
the 19 co n tract n ego tiatio n s in v o lv in g the 
UMW, a u n io n with a traditio n o f “ n o ­ 
co n tract, n o -wo rk .” 
So u rces say the co al co mp an ies are 
p rep ared to accep t a wo rk sto p p age o f at 
least o n e mo n th. Co al’s best cu sto m ers

It wen t to de G en n aro ’s 
bro ther, the am bassado r to the du chy o f Milan , an d the 
scho lar said she fo u n d it in the archiv es o f the E ste family , 
which ru led in Mo den a then .

Acco rdin g to histo ry , Co lu mbu s’ first ex p editio n in search 
o f a westward w ater ro u te to the F a r E ast co n sisted o f three 
carav els, the Nin a, the Pin ta an d the San ta Maria. Bu t Mrs. 
Bo n v in i Mazzan ti say s de Gen n aro , in tellin g his bro ther 
abo u t the ex p lo rer’s dep artu re fro m Sp ain , wro te: 


“Fo r the en treaties o f o n e called Co lu mba, it p leased the 
k in g that he sho u ld rig fo u r carav els becau se he said he 
wan ted to go acro ss the Gran d Sea an d sail straight 
westward lo n g en o u gh as to reach the Orien t sin ce the wo rld 
bein g ro u n d he co u ld bu t mak e a tu rn an d fin d the eastern 
p art.”

Charm may link civilizations

It has been five years since 
16-year-old Stephen Mashler 
lost his mother, but somehow 
the memories are still there 
because “ there wasn’t time 
enough to say goodbyes,” says 
the handsome 6-foot-3 youth. 
His family — father and 
relatives — didn’t share the 
secret they were harboring, 
that she was terminally ill, 
until two weeks before his 
mother died, he said. His grief 
made such an impression on 
author 
Peggy 
Mann, 
who 
knew his mothqr, that she 
decided to write a book about 
such situations to help other 
young people. 
“ I interviewed a number of 
young people 
who 
had 
experienced similar tragedies 
to get perspective on a book, 
which had to be fictionalized 
because there was so much to 
say and I wanted to provide a 
strong message,” she said. 
"Stephen helped me a great 
deal.” 
The book. “ There Are Two 
Kinds of Terrible,” 
was 
recently published. 
“ I had no one to relate to 
when I finally found out about 
my 
m o t h e r . ” 
Stephen 
commented. “ I didn’t have a 
girl friend or an older friend. I 
talked to my aunt a little bit, 
but I could not communicate 
with my father. 1 ju.st did not 


feel open with him.” 
Like 
many 
suburban 
youths — he had lived in 
.Mamaroneck, N.Y. — Stephen 
had little contact with his hard 
working father, who holds a. 
U N. post and travels a good 
deal. 
“ I played baseball with my 
mother and sometimes we 
went to the movies. We did a 
lot of things together. She 
liked every kind of animal and 
birds. I guess I inherited a 
love of nature from her,” he 
says. 
Stephen is living with some 
“ good 
family 
friends” 
in 
Leonia, N.J.. where he is a 
junior in high school, but he 
wishes he could settle down in 
one spot for a while. 
“ It is just not the feeling 
that you really belong exactly 
where you are at the time. You 
look on 
it 
more 
as 
an 
experience, though, than a 
bad time in your life.” He gets 
together with his 
father 
whenever they can, but it is 
not often 


“ My father really tried to do 
what he considered best for 
me. 
In 
t r y i n g to 
be 
considerate, maybe he was 
over-considerate,” 
Stephen 
said. “ The book is a good idea 
because it may make people 
think.” 
Miss Mann’s fictionalized 
version comes down a little 
h a r d on 
f a t h e r - s o n 
relationships because “ it is a 
lot of fathers rolled into one.” 
She was writing a book about 
Ralph Bunche when she met 
Stephen’s 
mother, 
Doreen, 
who had worked with Bunche 
attheU.N. 
“ Actually, the mother is a 
combination, too. The main 
idea was to show the effect 
such a plight can have on a 
youngster,’’ 
she explained.

statistics show there are 9 8,519 
stu dents 
of 
agricu ltu re or 
related top ics. T hat’s u p abou t 
80 p ercent from the 197 0 figu re 
of 54,000, according to Dr. 
Lou is M. Thomp son, associate 
dean at Iowa State Univ ersi­ 
ty ’s College of Agricu ltu re at 
Ames. 
Thomp son comp iles enroll­ 
ment statistics for the Na­ 
tional Association of State 
Univ ersities and Land G rant 
Colleges, which rep resents the 
m ajor p u blic u niv ersities in 
the cou ntry . 
The deans say it’s ev idence 


of a growing interest in farm ­ 
ing and “ agribu siness.” 
“The growth has been ju st 
p henomenal,” said Roy Kott- 
man, 
dean 
of Ohio 
State 
U niv e rsity ’s 
a g ric u ltu ra l 
school, 
the 
nations’s third 
largest. 
Ten y ears ago only 10 p er­ 
cent of agricu ltu ral school 
gradu ates went into farming, 
bu t that figu re has now dou bl­ 
ed, Thomp son said. 
Today , 30 p ercent of the 
gradu ates enter agribu siness 
— food p rodu ction and related 
fields 
—

job 
op ­ 
p ortu nities rem ain good and 
starting p ay av erages $11,500. 
Twenty p ercent go to gradu ate

and the rest enter 
gov ernment serv ice or some 
form of p riv ate emp loy ment. 
Thomp son 
attribu tes

boom ov er the last decade to 
sev eral factors; the increase 
of women in formerly male- 
dominated, 
an increase in

cou rses that deal with the 
env ironment. 
The ISU dean was “ov er­ 
whelmed” to discov er that 
enrollment at his own school 
this fall was u p 10.6 p ercent 
from 197 6. 
“Enrollment has actu ally 
been going u p 
since 
1964 
'across the cou ntry ,” he said. 
“Today it’s the high nu m ber of 
women that are keep ing the 
figu res on the rise.” 


Women now accou nt for 
more than 30 p ercent (31,000) 
of the total, he said, esp ecially 
in 
classes

horticu ltu re, 
floric u ltu re 
and 
a nim a l 
science, where they freq u ent­ 
ly ou tnu mber the men. 


“Until 197 1, we had so few 
women

didn’t ev en keep records on 
ju st how many there w ere,” 
said Harry Ku nkel, dean of the 
agricu ltu ral school at Tex as A 
& M, the nation’s largest with 
5,548 ‘ag’ stu dents. 


And in the last six y ears the

mu shroomed from 128 to more 
than 
1,500, 
according

Ku nkel. 
Ohio State’s Kottman say s 
the cu rrent rosy ou tlook for 
agricu ltu ral schools has its 
roots in the 1950s.

“They u sed to p oke fu n at u s 
bu t today we’re drawing many 
of the best stu dents,” he say s. 
Agricu ltu ral stu dents are 
also taking adv antage of ex ­ 
cellent job op p ortu nities in the 
field. 


Iowa State p lacem ent of­ 
ficer Roger Bru ene said, “ It 
ap p ears there’s a continu ing 
recognition of the v alu e of 
edu cation for many p hases of 
agribu siness, inclu ding those 
retu rning to farm ing.”

The p rogram , which has ex ­ 
isted for more than 20 y ears, 
p rov ides comm ercial credit to 
q u alified cou ntries to bu y U.S. 
farm 
p rodu cts. 
The 
loans 
mu st be rep aid in annu al in­ 
stallm ents, 
p lu s 
interest, 
within a max imu m of three 
y ea rs. 


“ I believ e wheat ex p ort p ro­ 
gram s to some cou ntries cou ld 
be ex p anded if the gov ern­ 
ments of recip ient nations and 
the U.S. cou ld agree to financ­ 
ing rev isions p erhap s ev en go­ 
ing as far as new legislativ e

y ears,” Laserson said.

the fed eral go v ern men t. 


That so u n d s ju st fin e. Bu t the co n ­ 
tro v ersy , co n tested in state an d fed eral 
co u rts fo r mo re than a d ecad e an d 
sp o rad ically d ebated in Co n gress ev er 
sin ce the tu rn o f the cen tu ry , u n ­ 
fo rtu n ately d o esn ’t len d itself to q u ick 
an d easy reso lu tio n . 


The issu e: Sho u ld the go v ern men t 
belated ly en fo rce a 1902 law limitin g to 
160 acres the tract an y in d iv id u al can 
farm o n lan d irrigated with water fro m 
fed eral reclamatio n p ro jects? 


The stak es are high. The an n u al 
agricu ltu ral p ro d u ctio n o f the v alley is 
v alu ed at $300 millio n to $5 00 millio n . Ap ­ 
p licatio n o f the law p ro bably wo u ld lead 
to fo rced sale o f tho u san d s o f acres o f the 
n atio n ’s mo st bo u n tifu l farmlan d . 


In theo ry , the matter o u ght to be a 
lo cal co n cern o f little in terest to an y o n e 
o u tsid e the Imp erial Valley , cen tered o n 
the co mmu n ities o f Brawley an d El Cen ­ 
tro 100 miles east o f here in the 
so u theastern co rn er o f Califo rn ia. 


Bu t 
“ C itizen s 
fo r G o v ern m en t 
Fairn ess,” a co mmittee established by 
the v alley ’s farmers, has in itiated a 
well-fin an ced n atio n al camp aign to p ro ­ 
mo te its cau se. 


Fu ll-p age ad v ertisemen ts hav e been 
p u rchased in majo r magazin es an d in 
n ewsp ap ers as far east as Washin gto n . A 
to ll-free telep ho n e n u mber has been set 


u p to receiv e calls fro m p o ten tial su p ­ 
p o rters in ev ery state. 


When Califo rn ia’s Rep u blican Party 
held its state co n v en tio n here sev eral 
mo n ths ago , the farmers o rgan ized a ma­ 
jo r d emo n stratio n — bu t that was o n ly a 
warm-u p fo r the “ med ia ev en t” they 
staged when Presid en t Carter flew to Lo s 
An geles to ad d ress a Demo cratic Party 
fu n d -raisin g d in n er. 


Hau led in fro m the v alley were 93 
massiv e field tracto rs, who se d riv ers 
staged a u n iq u e p ick et o f the ho tel where 
Carter ap p eared . Acco mp an y in g them 
were mo re than 3,000 n eighbo rs, in ­ 
clu d in g the en tire 9 5 -member marchin g 
ban d fro m El Cen tro High Scho o l an d a 
co mp an io n co n tin gen t fro m Brawley . 


Hu n d red s o f the d emo n strato rs were 
attired in brightly co lo red T-shirts 
emblazo n ed with 
a sin gle wo rd ; 
“Fairn ess.” The gro u p ’s leaflets, its sta­ 


tio n ery an d its ad v ertisemen ts also 
d ip lay o n e d o min an t wo rd : “Fairn ess.” 


The n o tio n o f p ro mo tin g a o n e-wo rd 
so lu tio n to a v ery co mp lex d isp u te was 
co n co cted , as might be ex p ected , by a 
high-p o wered Lo s An geles firm sp ec- 
cializin g in p o litical co n su ltin g an d 
p u blic relatio n s. 


The farmers o f the Imp erial Valley d o 
in d eed hav e a stro n ger case to mak e fo r 
ex emp tio n fro m the fed eral law than , fo r 
in stan ce,

Westlan d s Irrigatio n d istrict, sev eral 
hu n d red miles to the n o rthwest in the San 
Jao q u in Valley . 


In that latter case, so me farms en ­ 
co mp ass 5 0,000 acres o r mo re, man y are 
o wn ed by large agribu sin ess co rp o ra­ 
tio n s an d there n ev er has been ev en a 
facad e o f legalilty abo u t their o p eratio n s. 


Altho u gh mo re than half o f the farms 


o n the almo st 440,000 irrigated acres in 
the Im p erial 
Valley ex ceed the 
statu to ry 
limitatio n , 
they 
gen erally 
ran ge fro m 5 00 to 2 ,000 acres an d few are 
o wn ed by co rp o ratio n s. 


Man y o f the farms hav e been wo rk ed 
by the same families fo r two o r three 
gen eratio n s, an d the In terio r Dep art­ 
men t ru led in 1933 that they were n o t su b­ 
ject to the acreage limitatio n . 


That ex emp tio n , ho wev er, was secu red 
u n d er q u estio n able circu mstan ces an d 
was n u llilfied by bo th a su bseq u en t In ­ 
terio r Dep artmen t ru lin g in 1964 an d a 
d ecisio n han d ed d o wn three mo n ths ago 
by the U.S. Co u rt o f Ap p eals fo r the 9 th 
Circu it.

Bu t so me n u rsin g ho mes are sq u eezin g 
p ay men ts fro m their eld erly p atien ts fo r 
basic serv ices co v ered by Med icare. 


This is the case histo ry o f a n u rsin g 
ho me that n o t o n ly d eman d ed mo n ey 
fro m Med icare p atien ts bu t en listed 
p o werfu l p o litician s o n its sid e. 


The Fo u r Freed o ms Nu rsin g Ho me is 
lo cated in an o ld d ecay in g bu ild in g n ear 
the o p u len t reso rt ho tels alo n g the Miami 
Beach o cean fro n t. Fo u r o u t o f fiv e o f its 
p atien ts d ep en d o n Med icare to p ay their 
bills. 


In 19 73, the Dep artmen t o f Health, 
Ed u catio n an d Welfare d isco v ered that 
the ho me was illegally req u irin g ad v an ce 
. d ep o sits fro m at least 22 p atien ts fo r ser­ 
v ices fin an ced by Med icare. 


HEW o fficials, therefo re, mo v ed “to 
termin ate Fo u r Freed o ms Nu rsin g 
Ho me fro m p articip atio n in the Med icare 
p ro gram.” The ho me’s v ice p resid en t, 
Harry 
Sto n e, 
resp o n d ed by p u llin g 
p o litical strin gs. He raised a ho wl o n 
Cap ito l Hill with Rep . Clau d e Pep p er, D- 
Fla.; Sen . Lawto n Chiles, D-Fla.; an d 
then -Sen . Ed ward Gu rn ey , R-Fla. 


The 77-y ear-o ld Pep p er, as chairman 
o f the Ho u se Agin g Co mmittee, has been 
a tireless champ io n o f the eld erly . Bu t he 
fo rward ed Sto n e’s co mp lain ts to HEW. 


It may be merely a co in cid en ce that 
two o f the ho me’s d irecto rs are u n io n o f­ 
ficials, that v ario u s u n io n s hav e fin an ced 
so me o f the 16 Fo u r Freed o ms co rp o ra­ 
tio n s an d that the u n io n s hav e co n ­ 
tribu ted heav ily to Pep p er’s p o litical 
camp aign s. 


The irrep ressible Pep p er to ld u s he 
sen t Sto n e’s letter to HEW “as a ro u tin e 
co mp lain t.” Swo re the co n gressman ; “I 
wo u ld d o it fo r an y bo d y . It d id n ’t mak e a 
bit o f d ifferen ce who the p ro p rieto r 
was.” 


Bu t it mad e a d ifferen ce, ap p aren tly , 
to the 
fed eral in sp ecto rs. 
Pep p er’s 
ro u tin e in q u iry p ro d u ced a mark ed 
chan ged in their attitu d e. They hastily 
rev iewed the case an d d ecid ed there was 
n o real ev id en ce after all that Fo u r 
Freed o ms was imp ro p erly billin g its p a­ 
tien ts. 


So cial Secp rity Co mmissio n er Jam es 
Card well ru shed o ff a so o thin g letter to 
Pep p er, an n o u n cin g that the Miami, 
ho me “ is mak in g an effo rt” to co mp ly 
with the law. 


It wasn ’t, ap p aren tly , mak in g mu ch o f 
an effo rt. Fo r HEW o fficials co n tin u ed 
receiv in g co m p lain ts tha t 
so m e 
Med icare p atien ts had to p ay d ep o sits u p 
to $5 00 to get in to Fo u r Freed o ms. 


The ho me was threaten ed again with 
termin atio n . Bu t this time. Sto n e ap ­ 
p ealed to an o ther frien d . Sen . Warren 
Magn u so n , D-Wash., a p o wer in the 
Sen ate, who head s the Co mmerce Co m­ 
mittee.

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Small towns feel effect of military trimming

Uncle Sam’s efforts to trim 
his Pentagon waistline are 
threatening many small com­ 
munities around the nation 
that have grown dependant on 
the civilian jobs provided by 
military installations. 
With rallies, petitions, and 
lawsuits, union, local and con­ 
gressional leaders in New 
Jersey, 
Michigan, Illinois, 
Missouri, Texas and many 
other states have tried to halt 
Pentagon attempts to cut 
domestic military operations. 
Despite their efforts. Pen­ 
tagon officials say they have 
trimmed 371,783 military per­ 
sonnel and 244,106 civilian 
workers and saved $5.3 billion 


domestically in the past eight 
years. 
Eatontown, N.J., the site of 
the Army’s Ft. Monmouth, is 
typical of the changing times, 
having watched the number of 
civilian jobs fall from 9,200 to 
7,800 over the last eight years. 
The latest flap over Pen­ 
tagon cuts began three years 
ago when the Army announc­ 
ed it would transfer the Elec­ 
tronics Command division of 
the fort to Ft. Belvoir, Va. The 
move would have eliminated 
1,700 of the community’s 
16,000 Army jobs. 
Armed with studies of the 
impact of the move, local of­ 
ficials formed a “ Save the 
^ Fort’’ committee and began 
‘ fighting, 


“ We estimate that this 
would have a $200 million 
negative impact on our area, 
loss of jobs, bank deposits and 
electronics contracts,’’ says 
Eatontown Mayor Joseph 
Frankel. “There has been a 
little electronics industry 
grow up around the fort, you 
know” 
Previous cuts forced the 
community to close an 
elementary school, he said, 
and the 1975 announcement 
was seen as the beginning of 
the end for the fort. 
“ While the initial amount 
was 1,700, we saw three or four 
times that down the road,” he 
says. “ They wanted to cut the 
heart out of the fort. It’s the 
biggest employer in the coun­ 


ty, and our unemployment 
rate is over 10 percent.” 
A law suit charging the Ar­ 
my had not considered the im­ 
pact of the proposed move on 
the area was thrown out by a 
federal judge. But through 
persistent pressure on area 
congressmen and a meeting 
with President Carter, the 
“ Save the Fort” campaign 
boasts having convinced the 
Army to reduce its proposed 
cut. 
Officials say the Army now 
plans to eliminate 230 jobs at 
the fort and transfer 199 to 
Maryland and Virginia. 
“ Every time there has been 
movement by the Army, we 
have responded with our 
side.” said Frankel, who ad­ 


mits only a “ handful” of in­ 
fluential persons are active in 
the campaign. “ We’ve tried to 
go to the media as much as 
possible.” he said. 
New Jersev congressional 
leaders opposing the Army’s 
plans have argued that they 
are part of a general drain on 
civilian jobs from the 
Northeast. 
But the moves completed by 
the Pentagon this year do not 
bear out the regional bias 
argument. If anything, other 
areas appear to be having 
more trouble keeping civilian 
jobs. 
Richards Gebaur Air Force 
Base on the south side of Kan­ 
sas Citv was all but closed 


down after the Air Force 
began implementing a plan to 
elim inate about 3,600 
employees in August. 
Civilian employees there 
had obtained a landmark 
federal court ruling that re­ 
quired the Air Force to file an 
environmental impact state­ 
ment on the move. The ruling 
delayed, but did not stop, the 
planned changes. 
Rodman Laboratory at 
Rock Island Arsenal in Illinois 
closed last March, affecting 
680 jobs despite local leaders 
meeting with both President 
Carter and former President 
Ford. 
The Army made up for the 
move later this year when it 
established its main conven­ 


tional ammunition depot at 
the Midwest arsenal. 
The 
payroll is at the level it was 
before the Rodman move. 
Kinchloe Air force base in 
M i c h i g a n c l o s e d in 
September, despite protests 
from local officials who feared 
it would devastate Chippewa 
County’s sour economy. 
When it became apparent 
that the base closing could not 
be stopped, citizens began 
looking for alternate uses for 
the property 
Similarly, Webb Air Force 
Base in Texas quietly closed 
earlier this year. Civic leaders 
talked to congressmen, but 
they apparently realized they 
could do little about the move. 
Some businesses alreadv have 


been recruited to take over 
buildings at the deserted base 
At Craig Air Force in Selma, 
Ala . which closed in October, 
officials also have turned to 
attracting industry 
to the 
empty buildings. 
Elsewhere in New Jersey 
this year, the Pentagon an­ 
nounced the cut of 500 jobs 
from the Military Ocean Ter­ 
minal at Bayonne and transfer 
of 1.000 jobs to Picatinny 
Arsenal 
Rep Helen Meyner, D-N.J., 
announced Friday the Pen­ 
tagon had abandoned plans to 
close the naval Air Propulsion 
Test Center in Trenton, N.J., 
but rumors remain that 2,800 
civilian jobs may be lost if Ft. 
Dix is closed.

Couture said the conser­ 
vative marjority in America

unrepresented by the tradi­ 
tional parties. 


“ We believe this new move­ 
ment is the forerunner of a 
rededication by all Americans 
to the conservative principles 
which made this country 
great” 
The party has planned a na­ 
tional fund-raising program 
along with a nationwide 
organizational effort at the 
grassroots level.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. ( A P )- was time 
Declaring that homosexuality efforts, 
is not the only important 
moral issue, entertainer Anita 
Bryant expressed optimism 
Sunday for an upcoming drive 
to permit voluntary prayer in 
public schools. 


“ It’s just in the embryo 
state right now,” she told a 
news conference before her 
appearance at the Revive 
America Crusades. “ It’s going 
to come from the grass roots.” 


She said formal announce­ 
ment of the program to bring 
back voluntary Bible reading 
. and prayer in the schools 
would be made after the first 
of the year, but predicted the 
campaign easily would gain 
support nationally. 


“ They see a need for it. 
Education is no longer 
presented within a moral 
standpoint. We need to bring 
schools back to a higher stan­ 
dard,” she said. 


When asked how the cam­ 
paign might conflict with the 
U.S. Supreme Court ruling 
credited with bringing an end 
to prayer in public schools. 
Miss Bryant said supporters 
of the drive would me*et the 
problem when it arose. 
However, she admitted the 
issue might end up in the 
courts. 


The former Oklahoma beau­ 
ty queen said the effort to 
allow prayer in public schools 
is just one of the issues that 
need to be confronted in an ef­ 
fort to reestablish moral stan­ 
dards within American 
families. 


Miss Bryant said although 
she did not regret her cam­ 
paign against homosexuali­ 
ty- which has brought her 
reduced income and public ap­ 
pearances and threats on the 
lives of her and her family-it 


to redirect her 


"There is so much emphasis 
on that (homosexuality) when 
there are so many things to be 
concerned about—abortion, 
pornography, drug use, things 
that desperately need our at­ 
tention,” she said. 


A group of about 60 loosely 
organized admitted homosex­ 
uals who refer to themselves 
as the Gay Coalition listened 
attentively to the crusade 
before .Miss B r y a n t ’s 
appearance. 


They applauded the Rev. 
Cecil Todd of Joplin, crusade 
organizer, when he told the 
crowd of 3,000 of the need to 
protect children from abuse 
and being used in por­ 
nography. But they somberly 
shook their heads from side to 
side as he condemned what he 
called “ the abomination” of 
homosexuality. 


The group quietly filed out 
of the downtown Municipal 
Auditorium when Miss Bryant 
came on stage, some hand in 
hand and others with their 
arms around one another. 
They walked past several 
women distributing anti­ 
homosexual material to a 
small park across the street. 


They sang a few patriotic 
songs under a banner that 
read, 
“ We A RE Your 
Children,” a reference to the 
Miss Bryant’s group, “ Save 
Our Children,” which earlier 
this year successfully turned 
back* an ordinance in Dade 
County, Fla., that would have 
guaranteed the rights of 
homosexuals. 


Some carried American 
flags in an effort to show their 
pride in this country and the 
rights it ensures its citizens, 
one organizer said. 


JOPLIN, Mo. (.AP) - A 
weekend fire in a treehouse on 
vacant city property left a 
pair of Jopiin teen-agers dead. 
The victims were identified 
through dental records as 
David Lee Kearney, 15, and 
Marilyn Day, 14. the bodies 
were burned beyond recogni­

Saturday, 
Police said the treehouse 
was built by two neighborhood

“ Today’s announcement 
marks one of the few times in 
history a government 
regulatory agency has 
decreased its rules rather 
than adding more.” said Eula 
Bingham, head of OSHA. 
Dr Bingham had vowed last 
May to cut “ the Mickey 
-Mouse’’ out of OSHA’s 
much-criticized rules Her of­ 
fice estimates that 62 million 
workers and 5 million 
employers are covered by the 
regulations. 
The new version will 
eliminate a prohibition 
against putting ice in drinking 
water - a rule that goes back 
to 1930, when ice often came 
from ponds with unpotable 


water. It will also do away 
with specifying the gauge of 
sheet metal in ductw'ork re- 
quired for ventilation 
purposes. 
.Many of the rules being 
eliminated are duplicated by 
those of other agencies. 
Others are obsolete through 
technological change. 
And 
others simply insult 
intelligence. 
"Tanks may be of any shape 
or type consistent with sound 
engineering design,” says one 
provision that will be ouf. 


One requirement dealing 
with areas containing hazar­ 
dous chemicals forced 
employers to keep a daily 
roster* of employees entering 
regulated areas and to hold on 
to the lists for 20 years. The 
rule won’t be in the new 
version. 


A special edition of the 
Federal Register will com­ 
pletely reprint all 250 pages of 
closely spaced, small type 
that detail OSHA’s general in­ 
dustry standards. Provisions 
to be revoked will be in black 
brackets. 
Dr 
Bingham 
said that 
because of the high interest 
expected, the usual 30-day 
period for public comment 
will be expanded to 90 days. 
Meanwhile, OSHA's 1.400 in­ 
spectors have been told to 
wink at most, but not all, 
violations of the rules that are 
slated to be discarded. The 
government term for this is 
"de minimis” enforcement. 


“ Revocation is a lengthy 
process.” said Dr Bingham. 
■ We are concerned with tak­ 
ing action now to implement 
our common sense approach.”

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Giants chill St. Louis 
with ball-control game 


EAST RUTHERFORD, N.J. (.AP) - “ 1 am going to have to 
get this team straightened out. The pressure is on me now,” 
distraught St. Louis Coach Don Coryell said Sunday after his 
Cardinals took it in the teeth for the second straight week. 
Just two weeks ago, the Cards were rated solid contenders 
for the National Conference’s wild card playoff berth-but a 
lot can happen in two weeks in the National Football League. 
And a lot did happen to St. Louis. 
On Thanksgiving Day, it was battered 55-14 by Miami. .And 
on Sunday, the underdog New York Giants ripped the Cards 
27-7. And suddenly, St. Louis is tied with Washington at 7-5 in 
the NFC East. 
Naturally, the Cards and Redskins meet next Saturday 
with the wild card possibly at stake “We have to beat 
Washington by 11,” Coryell said, reflecting on the 24-14 loss to 
the Redskins earlier this vear and the possible point- 
differential-formula that might come into play to determine 
the wild card team. “ And I don’t even want to take Tampa 
Bay for granted the way things are going for us,” Coryell 
said of the Cards’ regular-season finale. 
Nothing went right for them against the Giants. 
When quarterback Jim Hart tried to bring them back from 
a 10-7 halftime deficit, cornerback Bill Bryant picked off his 
pass and sprinted 54 yards for the touchdown that sent the 
Cards reeling 


In the fourth quarter, after the score had mushroomed to 
20-7, Willie Spencer bulled two yards for the Giants’ final 
touchdown, one play after Gary Shirk caught Joe Pisarcik’s 
64-yard pass. 
“Bryant’s interception sure put them in the hole and 
Shirk’s catch broke their backs,” said Pisarcik, who 
completed only three of 11 passes for 84 yards. “The big thing 
was, we got four, five, maybe six yards at a clip on first 
down. We held the ball so long that Hart had to warm up on 
the sideline between our drives.” 
Hart hit on 12 of 23 passes for 126 yards. But the Cardinals 
had virtually no ground game. Terry Metcalf managed 68 of 
their 92 rushing yards. Meanwhile, the Giants rolled up an 
impressive 234 yards, 88 of them by Doug Kotar and 50 by 
Bob Hammond, who scored New York’s opening touchdown 
in the first period on a 15-yard run. 
“Our offensive line did a fantastic job,” said Hammond. 
“The Cards didn’t even touch me going through the line when 
I scored my TD.” And Pisarcik added: “even anyone who 
doesn’t know anything about football knows our offensive line 
played one great game.” 


The victory put New York at 5-7 but they have been 
eliminated from the playoff race because the Cardinals and 
Redskins meet next week.

The losers, the Kansas City 
Chiefs, hung their heads in the 
thought that never in the 
history of the franchise had 
their team done this poorly. 
Taking advantage of Kansas 
City mistakes and turnovers, 
the Bengals stamped out a 27-7 
National Football League vic­ 
tory over the Chiefs Sunday, 
setting up a showdown with 
Pittsburgh in Cincinnati next 
week 
Elevating their record to 7- 
5. the Bengals remained one 
game behind the Steelers, who 
lead the AFC’s Central 
Division. 


“After the way we got 
started this year, nobody ex­ 
pected us to come back and 


contend like we are right 
now.” said quarterback Ken 
Anderson, who threw two 
touchdown passes. “ The 
pressure will be on 
Pittsburgh ” 
In the first quarter Ander­ 
son hit Billy Brooks with a 15- 
yard touchdown pass, climax­ 
ing a drive that began with a 
Chiefs’ fumble. 
After the Chiefs knotted the 
score on Mark Bailey’s 47- 
yard run with a screen pass, 
Chris Bahr put the Bengals 
back on top with a 35-yard 
second quarter field goal. 


With a minute left in the 
first half. Tony Davis fielded a 
line-drive punt on the Cincin­ 
nati 16 and raced 70 yards 
before being pushed out of 
bounds. The next play, Ander­ 
son connected with punter- 
wide receiver Pat Mclnally 
with 7 seconds left to give the 
Bengals a 17-7 margin.

but dominated the Chiefs 
totally, keeping the ball 13:25 
of theT5-minute period.

12. On the first play of the 
fourth period Pete Johnson 
slammed over for the 
touchdown. 
The Chiefs are now doomed 
to the worst finish in their 
history. Their poorest record 
previously was 5-9, but now 
they are 2-10 with two games 
remaining. 


The sloppy, mistake-filled 
game may also have jeopar­ 
dized the head coaching future 
of Tom Bettis, who took over 
for the ousted Paul Wiggin at 
mid-season.

NEW YOR K (AP) - If you 
want some relief from the 
handwringing that seems to be 
inherent in most economic 
forecasts, you should read the 
reports coming out of General 
Motors these days. 
GM means generally 
magnificent when applied to 
the economic outlook. “ There 
is no doubt that the U.S. 
economy and the automobile 
industry are in a dynamic 
period,’’ one official report 
states. 
Dynamic? 
But isn’t the 
automotive industry harassed 
by all sorts of seemingly insur­ 
mountable problems?

shaky old creature trembling 
along on arthritic joints?

Thomas A. Murphy, the Gm 
chairman, issued a yearend 
statement that stated: 
“ General Motors, as well as 
the automobile industry in the 
United States, in calendar 
year 1978, will set records sur­ 
passing the marks now being 
posted in 1977” 
Murphy is making a tradi­ 
tion of such statements. He is 
in effect saying that we must 
remain aware of the problems 
but not overlook what is right 
with the economy. He said the 


same things last year, and 
before too. 
To illustrate, in Murphy’s 
words : 
"We continue to be deeply 
concerned about the 
unemployment rate..,’’ but we 
should also note that “ the per­ 
cent of the working age 
population that holds jobs also 
approximates the highest 
level in peacetime history ” 
And to demonstrate further ; 
“ We are aware that many 
uncertainties about national 
economic policy currently 
cloud the outlook for 1978 and 
have the potential for impair- 


ing business and consumer 
confidence. We remain confi­ 
dent, 
however, 
that these 
uncertainties will be resolved 
by soundly based programs in 
the national interest ”
